ANNUAL  BUSINESS  MEETING 


The  annual  business  meeting  held  Friday,  May  21,  1926,  10:30  a.  m., 
was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Fraser,  President  of  the  Mary 
Baldwin  College. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 

The  President's  report  was  heard  and  accepted.  Miss  Virginia  Swit- 
zer  was  in  the  chair  while  the  President  read  her  report. 

Me'mbers  of  the  Association  of  Alumnse  and  Former  Students 
of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  College  : 

It  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  serve  this  Alumnse  Association  for  the 
past  three  years,  and  although  we  have  not  achieved  a  great  deal,  we  have 
continued  successfully  the  work  begun  in  the  past.  Our  thoughts  and 
efforts  have  been  largely  centered  on  our  campaign.  Our  success  in  this 
has  not  been  as  immediate  as  we  had  hoped,  but  from  the  steady  stream 
of  contributors  through  the  past  year  we  can  believe  that  an  interest  has 
been  awakened  in  our  cause. 

In  September,  when  by  ill  health,  Mrs.  Howison  was  forced  to  retire 
from  the  campaign  committee,  your  President  was  chosen  Chairman,  and 
this  committee  met  with  a  few  members  of  the  College  Board.  Ways  and 
means  of  speeding  the  campaign  were  discussed  and  it  was  deemed  best 
at  that  time  to  send  out  a  letter  and  a  Bulletin.  This  was  done  and 
some  response  was  received. 

Again  in  December  an  application  was  sent  by  this  same  Committee  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  asking  that  a  Field  Secretary  be  employed  to  finish 
raising  our  quota.    To  this  application  the  following  reply  was  received: 

"In  view  of  the  heavy  financial  strain  now  on  the  College  in  the  Birth- 
place Memorial  Campaign,  while  the  Committee  is  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  the  suggestions  of  the  ladies,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  no  definite 
action  was  taken,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  matter  be  delayed  for'  a 
while  longer  and  that  the  ladies  be  notified  of  the  action  by  the  Com- 
mittee.

Since  then  another  Bulletin,  financed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College,  has  been  sent  out. 

Following  the  instructions  of  1925  Business  Meeting,  information  was 
gathered  with  reference  to  establishing  a  Bureau  of  Occupations.  I  wish 
to  acknowledge  especially  the  courtesy  of  Winthrop  College,  Wellesley 
College   and   Dr.   Henry   Sweets   of   the   Westminster   Teachers   Agency. 


The  Executive  Committee  has  this  data  on  file  to  await  the  proper  time 
for  launching  such  a  project. 

The  attempt  to  establish  organized  chapters  has  continued  throughout 
the  past  three  years,  and  numerous  letters  have  been  written  in  the  effort 
to  interest  the  alumnae  in  this  work.  The  Staunton  Chapter  was  re-or- 
ganized during  this  time  and  in  the  past  few  months  Mrs.  R.  W.  Myers, 
of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Folk,  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
have  become  interested  in  the  alumnae  work,  and  establishment  of  chap- 
ters in  these  two  places  may  be  expected.  Our  organized  chapters  have 
done  some  of  our  finest  work.  The  Bazaar  suggested  by  one  chapter  and 
managed  by  another,  the  fine  contributions  to  the  scholarship  fund  and 
the  splendid  recital  sponsored  by  the  Staunton  Chapter,  are  all  examples 
of  what  an  organized  chapter  may  do. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  R.  E.  Timberlake  this  association  has  sustained 
a  real  loss  and  her  counsel  and  guidance  will  be  keenly  missed.  For  a 
number  of  years  she  has  served  as  chairman  of  our  auditing  committee 
and  Miss  Nannie  Tate  has  been  appointed  in  her  place  with  Mrs.  Janet 
Willson  Sterrett  and  Miss  Argyle  Tabb  as  the  other  members  of  the 
committee. 

Our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  are  hopelessly  out  of  date  and  not 
sufficiently  elastic,  so  a  committee  has  been  appointed,  headed  by  Miss 
Nancy  McFarland,  to  present  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  at  this  meeting, 
to  be  considered  and  to  be  voted  upon  a  year  hence. 

The  awakening  of  the  alumnae  to  the  needs  and  growth  of  Mary 
Baldwin  should  be  our  chief  thought  at  this  time.  Your  President  recom- 
mends that  every  support  be  given  the  next  administration  in  order  that 
all  former  students  and  alumnae  may  be  brought  in  closer  contact  with 
their  alma  mater. 

May  I  repeat  it  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  Mary  Baldwin  through 
her  alumnae,  and  in  addition  to  have  come  into  closer  relation  with  the 
splendid  faculty  which  Miss  Higgins  has  selected.  This  contact  has  em- 
phasized even  more  clearly  the  unique  phase  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary 
and  College. 

Today  we  elect  officers.  May  I  ask  you  to  give  them  the  same  fine  sup- 
port and  co-operation  which  you  have  given  me.  There  is  no  limit  to 
the  great  things  we  can  do  if  we  pray  mightily  and  work  tremendously.

The  auditing  committee  reported  the  books  of  the  Association  Treas- 
urer correct ;  also  financial  report  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of 
Missionary  Scholarship  Committee. 

Following  is  Dr.  Fraser's  message  to  the  Alumnae : 
Madam  President : 

Your  annual  meeting  a  year  ago  was  held  under  the  m^ost  exciting  cir- 
cumstances. There  had  recentty  been  a  visit  here  of  the  brilliant  General 
Chairman  of  your  Alumnae  campaign,  Mrs.  Lucille  Foster  McMillin.  Her 
presence  and  counsel  were  most  inspiring.  The  campaign  of  Staunton 
and  Augusta  County  had  just  been  completed  and  had  gone  several  thous- 
and dollars  beyond  the  goal.  But  if  that  meeting  was  exhilirating,  the 
present  situation  is  most  challenging.  Your  Alumnae  campaign  has  been 
held  and  it  has  resulted  in  a  contribution  of  less  than  fifty  thousand 
dollars  altogether.  This  has  been  a  disappointment,  of  course,  but  therein 
has  also  been  our  challenge.  The  French  have  a  proverb  "Difficulty 
means  opportunity."  Courage  in  the  midst  of  apparent  defeat  is  a  finer 
courage  than  that  of  growing  success  and  victory.  It  is  truer  heroism  to 
shout  from  the  trough  of  the  waves  than  from  the  crest.  In  our  hymn 
we  sing  the  praises  of  that  faith  "which  shines  more  bright  and  clear 
when  tempests  rage  without." 

The  illustrations  abound.  For  generations  our  children  have  been 
taught  from  the  courage  of  Robert  Bruce,  who  after  six  failures  to  re- 
cover his  kingdom,  was  inspired  to  make  a  seventh  attempt  by  seeing  a 
spider  make  six  uasuccessful  efforts  to  tie  a  strand  of  its  web  after  it  had 
failed  six  times.     Field,  the  father  of  fhe  cable,  battled  alone  against  the 


incredulity  and  laughter  of  the  world  till  success  crowned  his  efforts,  and 
today  the  whole  world  is  blest  by  the  results  of  his  indomitable  courage 
and  his  single-handed  struggle.  Columbus  refused  to-  be  discouraged  in 
his  proposal  for  a  trans-oceanic  voyage  till  at  length  he  excited  faith  and 
secured  his  fleet.  Even  then,  the  long-drawn-out  westward  voyage  and 
the  mutinous  spirit  of  his  crew  seemed  to  overwhelm  his  masterful  en- 
terprise. But  alone  and  against  tremendous  discouragements,  he  sailed 
on,  and  on,  and  on,  to  the  finding  of  a  new  world. 

The  new  Mary  Baldwin  school  song  embodies  the  sentiment  that  this 
institution  was  built  of  dreams.  This  does  not  mean  that  it  was  ever 
visionary,  or  that  struggle,  self-sacrifice  and  discouragements  have  been 
eliminated.  The  original  founders  of  Augusta  Female  Seminary  made 
notable  sacrifices,  because  they  were  inspired  by  vision.  The  institution 
was  at  its  lowest  ebb  when  Miss  Baldwin  and  Miss  McClung  took  charge 
of  it.  Their  courage,  their  faith,  their  prayers,  their  dreams,  in  the 
school's  extremity,  have  made  possible  the  institution  that  has  grown  to 
its  present  size  and  service. 

Such  thoughts  come  to  us  now  when  our  plans  are  at  the  lowest  ebb 
and  make  us  believe  and  determine  that  we  shall  succeed.  There  may  be 
delay.  A  change  of  methods  may  be  necessary,  but  will  we  not  be  re- 
solved that,  soon  or  late,  the  end  shall  be  accomplished? 

There  are  two  facts  upon  which  I  found  my  faith :  The  effort  to  raise 
this  Alumnae  fund  has  been  accompanied  by  believing  prayer  on  the  part 
of  a  number  of  the  alumnss.  The  other  fact  is  the  refusal  of  the  alumnae 
leaders  to  yield  to  discouragements  and  their  determination  to  persevere 
to  a  victorious  consummation. 

May  I  suggest  a  subsidiary  method  that  may  be  of  service.  It  is  es- 
timated that  the  cost  of  a  dormitory  (such  as  you  have  in  contemplation) 
averages  a  thousand  dollars  per  room.  I  hope  to  suggest  to  a  number  of 
people  the  adoption  of  an  individual  room  at  a  cost  of  a  thousand  dol- 
lars each  to  be  designated  as  memorials  of  deceased  alumns.  The  local 
•chapter  has  contributed  $740.00  as  memorials  to  three  recently  deceased 
members,  $250.00  each  in  memory  of  Misses  Elsie  Moft'ett  and  Lottie 
Rutherford,  and  $240.00  to  complete  the  payment  of  the  subscription  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilson  Timberlake  as  a  memorial  to  her.  Should  they 
wish  to  add  another  memorial  of  like  amount  that  would  complete  a 
thousand  dollars  for  a  room  in  m.em.ory  of  local  alumnae.  One  former 
student  has  made  a  contribution  of  $500.00  in  memory  of  a  sister  who  was 
also  an  alumna,  with  a  suggestion  that  more  might  be  added  to  it.  It  is 
possible  that  a  memorial  room  might  be  allocated  to  that  purpose  as  a 
part  of  her  gift  to  the  institution.  With  the  exception  of  one  other 
-$500.00  gift  this  is,  so  far,  the  largest  contribution  made  by  any  of  the 
alumnae  outside  of  the  local  chapter. 

In  conclusion  let  me  quote  to  you  two  expressions  from  prominent 
ministers  in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  One  of  these  lives  in 
another  State.  He  was  consulted  by  a  friend  with  reference  to  the  dis- 
tribution in  his  will  of  a  large  estate.  He  very  promptly  remarked  to 
him  "There  is  no  opportunity  in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  equal 
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to  that  offered  by  Alary  Baldwin  College.  I  would  advise  you  to  expend 
not  less  than  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  placing  there  a  memorial  to 
the  ladies  of  your  family  who  have  been  educated  there  in  every  genera- 
tion since  the  school  began."  The  other  quotation  is  from  Dr.  Walter  W. 
Moore,  President  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  the  leader  of  educa- 
tion in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  I  recently  received  through 
the  mail  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by  him  to  another  minister.  He  has 
always  been  a  warm  friend  of  this  institution.  A  parenthesis  in  his  let- 
ter contains  these  words  "Mary  Baldwin,  being  just  now  by  odds  the  most 
urgent  of  all  our  causes." 

"Thou  wast  born  of  dreams,  Mary  Baldwin,  Mary  Baldwin, 

Born  to  live  and  perish  never. 

To  inspire  to  high  endeavor. 

To  uphold  the  light  forever 
Mary  Baldwin." 

The  report  of  Miss  Higgins,  Principal  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary 
and  Dean  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  College  follows : 

Madam  President  and  Friends : 

I  have  seen  it  stated  somewhere  that  the  word  "welcome"  is  peculiarly 
Californian  as  it  was  the  first  word  spoken  by  the  dusky  natives  when 
storm-tossed  galleys  anchored  in  a  peaceful  harbor  on  the  western  coast 
of  our  country  some  four  hundred  years  ago.  I  want  that  word  "wel- 
come" to  be  the  peculiar  property  of  Mary  Baldwin  and  today  it  is  my 
happy  duty  and  continued  pleasure  to  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  those 
of  our  Alumnae  who  have  come  back  home  and  at  the  same  time  I  am 
happy  to  give  a  brief  report  of  the  work  of  the  College  during  the  ses- 
sion of  1925-1926.  I  say  "brief"  advisedly,  and  if  any  one  is  interested  in 
a  more  detailed  account,  I  have  long  and  exhaustive  reports  which  were 
prepared  for  another  purpose.  More  than  once  I  may  have  taxed  your 
patience  by  giving  statistics,  and  I  know  your  courteous  attention  was 
prompted  by  your  vital  interest  particularly  in  the  development  of  the 
College  Department.  First  of  all  you  will  be  glad  to  hear  that  our  col- 
lege catalogue  for  this  year  shows  53  Freshmen,  34  Sophomores,  13  Jun- 
iors, 10  Seniors,  and  57  Collegiate  Specials,  making  167  College  students; 
194  preparatory  students  both  regulars  and  specials  which  gives  you  a 
total  enrollment  of  361  students  this  year.  We  must  have  numbers  to 
operate  a  school,  but  of  greater  importance  than  quantity  is  another  word 
very  much  like  it  which  is  quality.  We  have  strong,  fine  students,  who 
are  responding  to  advantages  offered  them  by  a  broader  curriculum,  in- 
creased library  facilities,  more  adequate  laboratory  equipment,  and  a 
faculty  whose  interest  is  focused  upon  individual  development  as  well  as 
scholarly  lectures. 

We  have  received  encouraging  echoes  from  the  work  of  the  past  years 
by  reports  from  colleges  and  universities  to  which  our  students  have  been 
transferred  and  from  the  success  that  our  students  have  met  in  schools 
and  colleges  in  which  they  have  been  engaged  as  teachers  or  officers  or  in 
other  fields  in  which  our  graduates  have  found  occupation  or  profession. 


Within  the  last  year  or  two,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  assist  about  182 
old  girls  to  secure  recognition  for  credit  received  at  Mary  Baldwin  or 
to  secure  positions.  Alany  delightful  points  of  contact  with  old  girls 
have  come  to  me  through  this  opportunity  for  service.  These  letters  cover 
a  period  extending  from  1889-1890  to  the  present  time.  Some  of  those 
present  may  recall  that  in  an  address  of  welcome  which  I  made  at  an 
Alumnae  banquet  in  1924,  I  unhesitatingly  presented  to  you  the  difficulties 
which  confronted  us  all  in  the  college  reorganization,  and  I  again  tell 
you  those  difficulties  existed,  exist  and  will  continue  to  exist  until  the 
separation  of  the  two  groups  of  students  takes  place.  It  has  been  my 
proud  distinction  to  assist  in  the  work  of  a  "College-in-the-making,"  and 
I  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  those  whose  confidence  gave  me  the 
opportunity  to  direct  all  internal  organization,  but  no  one  need  think  it 
has  been  an  easy  problem  to  solve.  Simply  look  back  three  years  and 
discover  the  difference  in  organization.  We  have  put  our  heart  and  soul 
and  physical  strength  in  this  development,  but,  my  friends,  we  can  go  no 
farther  until  additional  space  and  all  that  goes  with  it  is  provided  so  that 
we  may  receive  proper  recognition  from  standardizing  agencies.  We  may 
not  see  the  necessity  for  those  agencies,  but  they  are  here  to  stay,  unless 
our  whole  system  of  national  education  is  changed,  and  just  at  present 
I  see  no  foreshadowing  of  the  lowering  of  standards,  while  on  the  other 
hand  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  educational  world  is  being  penetrated 
by  the  power  of  these  standardized  requirements. 

We  are  face  to  face  with  the  stern  necessity  for  assurance  of  financial 
aid,  and  that  aid  may  come  in  small  sums  from  many  individuals  or  in 
large  sums  from  a  limited  number.  The  latter  is  greatly  to  be  desired  as 
it  would  naturally  hasten  the  accomplishment  of  the  anxiously  awaited 
end  and  make  the  new  Mary  Baldwin  in  the  group  of  buildings  with  its 
patronage,  its  prestige  already  made,  a  reality.  I  think  a  gallant  fight 
has  been  made  by  the  Alumnae.  I  know  the  work  of  the  local  Alumnae 
more  particularly  as  I  am  at  close  range  with  their  aJiievements,  but, 
I  have  no  doubt  that  those  who  live  elsewhere  have  worked  faithfully 
according  to  their  opportunities,  and  I  know  you  will  all  do  your  part 
faithfully. 

A  college  is  composed  of  component  parts,  the  Board  of  Trustees  or 
Directors,  the  Faculty,  the  present  students,  and  the  Alumnae,  and  all  of 
these  parts  prepare  for  the  students  to  come.  I  look  upon  every  former 
student  whether  a  member  of  the  organization  or  not  as  a  liaison  officer 
between  the  college  and  the  public.  The  points  of  contact  may  be  many 
and  the  methods  of  communicating  may  be  helpful.  Every  college  ex- 
tends an  eager  hand  to  its  former  students  when  assistance  is  asked  and 
it  seems  fair  play  that  every  alumna  should  come  joyfully  to  the  rescue 
of  her  Alma  Mater  when  the  need  is  great.  The  range  of  the  Alumni 
activities  is  beyond  computation,  and  American  colleges  from  the  very 
first  have  left  their  impress  on  the  lives  of  their  students  and  have  re- 
ceived from  them  gratitude  and  affection.  May  I  quote  from  a  recent 
publication  concerning  the  love  of  the  Alumnae  for  their  Alma  Mater? 

"In  the  famous  law  suit  to  establish  the  integrity  of  the  permanent 
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funds  of  Dartmouth  College,  which  largely  fixed  the  status  of  permanent 
funds  of  all  American  colleges,  Dartmouth's  great  alumnus,  Daniel  Web- 
ster, said :  "I  know  Dartmouth  is  a  small  college  but  there  are  people 
who  love  her."  It  was  in  1821  that  the  Alumni  Association  of  Williams 
College  announced  its  purpose  to  be  "that  the  influence  and  patronage  of 
those  it  (the  college)  has  educated  may  be  united  for  its  support,  protec- 
tion and  improvement."  Today  every  well  governed  college  and  university 
has  an  alumni  association  to  support,  protect,  and  improve  it.  No  higher 
tributes  are  paid  to  the  influence  of  the  alumni  in  maintaining  and  im- 
proving the  morals  and  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  college  than  by 
the  executive  and  administrative  officers.  To  have  behind  the  administra- 
tion a  body  of  men  and  women,  often  aggregating  in  number  many 
thousands,  who  love  the  college  as  children  love  a  mother,  is  considered 
an  asset  of  incalculable  value.  At  least  one  college  formally  announces 
that  students  do  not  graduate  "from  the  college"  but  "into  the  alumni 
association."     I  thank  you.

My  Dear  Friends : 

Casting  a  backward  glance  over  almost  half  a  century  I  feel  almost  as 
if  I  were  once  again  in  my  old  place  in  the  midst  of  my  dear  girls  in  the 
Augusta  Female  Seminary,  looking  into  your  bright  eyes  and  rejoicing  in 
your  smiles  as  we  talked  of  some  knotty  problem  in  Alsop's  Algebra  or 
some  equally  difficult  demonstration  in  Venable's  Geometry,  or  heard 
Aeneas  recount  his  story  to  Dido  and  so  on.  How  vivid  the  scene  seems 
to  my  blind  eyes  as  I  look  through  my  spirit  eyes !  I  could  almost  feel 
the  tears  welling  up  from  my  heart  and  dimming  my  eyes  as  I  said  good- 
bye to  my  dear  Miss  Baldwin  and  to  you,  my  dear  pupils,  and  went  away 
from  you,  loving  you  still,  oh  so  tenderly,  but  yet  willing,  nay  anxious  to 
answer  the  call  of  the  Master  and  go  away  to  those  who  seemed  to  have 
greater  need  of  me.  And  noAV,  after  a  lapse  of  nearly  fifty  years,  I  come 
to  bring  you  my  greetings  from  the  land  of  the  Southern  Cross,  to  tell 
you  how  I  have,  through  all  the  changing  years  cherished  a  specially 
green  spot  in  my  garden  of  memory  for  you  and  those  happy  days  that 
I  spent  with  you.  How  I  ask  for  you,  one  and  all,  the  best  blessings 
from  the  Saviour's  unfailing,  everlasting  fullness  and  asking  you  to  con- 
tinue to  think  of  me  and  pray  for  me  that  I  may  be  faithful  to  the  end. 
My  life  in  Brazil  has  been  signally  happy  and  my  work  has  been  in  all 
the  years  heart-satisfying. 

Goodbye  with  all  the  blessed  meaning  of  the  word.  You  do  not  need 
to  be  told  that  I  am  not  seeing  anything  that  I  am  writing.  I  am  almost 
entirely  blind  and  have  not  learned  to  do  anything  useful  without  eyes. 
My  work  is  done  and  it  goes  with  all  its  imperfections  on  its  head  and 
I  am  waiting  the  Master's  call  Home. 

Excuse  me  if  I  have  wearied  you.

She  dwelt  upon  her  poise,  her  dignity,  her  gentleness,  her  humor,  and 
emphasized  her  deep  religious  life  to  which  she  attributed  her  marked 
success.

The  undertaking 
was  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  vision  of  the  younger  members  of  the 
Chapter  but  the  greatest  credit  belongs  to  our  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, Miss  Ruth  Campbell,  whose  tenacity  of  purpose  made  the  under- 
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taking  a  reality.     With  the  proceeds  we  were  able  to  make  the  following 
interesting  payments. 

You  will  remember  that  during  the  campaign,  the  quota  for  each 
alumna  was  $250.00,  so  we  conceived  the  idea  of  paying  memorial  pledges 
for  three  members  of  the  Alumuce  who  had  recently  died.  We  there- 
fore paid  the  following  in  full :

($10.00  of  her  quota  had  previously  been  paid) 

During  the  recent  Campaign  the  Staunton  Chapter  made  a  pledge  of 
$1,000.00  to  be  paid  within  five  years.  During  the  past  year  we  have  as- 
sumed an  additional  pledge  of  $1,000.00  making  our  total  pledge  $2,000.00 
to  be  paid  within  five  years.  We  have  met  all  payments  up  to  January, 
1927,  and  we  have  a  small  nest  egg  left  in  the  treasury. 

The  present  Student  body  requested  us  to  assist  them  in  a  Tea  which 
they  were  giving  for  the  benefit  of  The  Bluestocking.  We  made  and 
gave  600  sandwiches.  It  was  a  gratification  to  feel  that  we  could  aid 
the  girls  and  come  in  closer  contact  with  them. 

Today  we  are  serving  Lunch  for  the  Alumnae.  However,  you  are  the 
guests  of  the  General  Alumnae  and  not  of  the  Staunton  Chapter. 

Tomorrow  morning  our  Chapter  shall  take  the  visiting  patrons  and 
visiting  alumnae  for  a  drive. 

We  feel  a  satisfaction  in  recording  the  history  of  the  past  year  but 
there  has  been  one  shadow  in  the  loss  of  our  loved  and  valued  member, 
Mrs.  Lizzie  Wilson  Timberlake.  She  was  always  an  inspiration  and  a 
blessing. 

May  her  sincere  loyalty  and  devotion  permeate  the  lives  of  all  other 
Alumnae !

Thanks  to  the  dear  teachers  I  have  enjoyed  my  freshman  year 
intensely,  and  thanks  to  the  dear  Alumna  Association  and  also  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  privilege  of  entering  this  splendid  institution ;  and 
so  far  as  I  now  know  I  expect  to  finish  my  college  course  here,  always 
yelling  for  Alary  Baldwin  College  and  especially  hailing  the  Mary  Bald- 
win AlumnEe  Association.

A  memorial  to  Mrs.  R.  E.  Timberlake  was  read  by  Mrs.  Russell : 
ELIZABETH  WILSON  TIMBERLAKE 

Born  sixty-nine  years  ago  in  Floyd  County,  Virginia,  Elizabeth  Wilson 
Timberlake  was  the  daughter  of  Rev.  James  Wilson  and  his  wife,  Celia 
Rogers.  Her  mother  was  a  descendant  of  the  Byrds  of  Virginia,  and 
her  grandfather  was  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Wilson,  who  founded  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Fredericksburg.  He  was  afterwards  for  thirty-eight 
years  the  Professor  of  Theology  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  at 
Hampden  Sidney.  With  such  a  heritage  of  culture  and  piety  it  was  but 
natural  that  her  two  brothers  should  both  enter  the  ministry — one,  the 
Rev.  Oscar  B.  Wilson,  being  the  head  of  Stillman  Institute  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  the  other.  Dr.  Thornton  S.  Wilson,  formerly  editor  of 
the  Presbyterian  of  the  South  has  now  a  pastorate  at  News  Ferry,  Vir- 
ginia. 

Mrs.  Timberlake,  the  only  girl  in  the  family,  lost  both  parents  when  a 
very  small  child,  and  was  reared  by  an  aunt,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Baxter.  When 
she  was  quite  small,  she  went  to  a  private  teacher,  Miss  Cornelia  Crank, 
from  whom  she  had  her  first  lessons  in  Latin.     She  was  reading  C«sar 
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when  she  was  ten.  At  either  eleven  or  twelve  she  went  to  "Sunny  Bank" 
the  home  of  her  uncle,  Mr.  Andrew  Hart.  Here  she  was  taught  by  a 
Mr.  Stachlin — an  old  German  who  had  graduated  at  Heidelburg  in  seven 
languages.  He  did  not  like  mathematics,  and  neither  did  she — but  she 
loved  languages,  so  she  was  his  high  particular  pupil.  Consequently, 
when  she  went  to  the  Seminary  at  fourteen,  she  entered  Senior  Latin, 
Senior  French,  and  Senior  German,  and  "Baby"  Arithmetic.  She  was 
very  small  for  her  age — looked  about  eleven — and  the  French  teacher  was 
very  much  afraid  the  tiny,  shy  little  girl  would  not  be  able  to  keep  up, 
and  would  be  hurt  if  she  were  put  back;  but  they  very  soon  discovered 
that  they  need  not  worry.  The  complete  set  of  Shakespeare,  a  prize  from 
Miss  Weimar,  was,  by  the  inscription,  "for  perfect  recitations  and  exam- 
inations in  ancient  and  modern  historj-."  She  took  both  classes  the  same 
year,  and  though  she  had  time  to  go  over  each  lesson  only  once,  she 
never  missed  a  question  in  class  and  got  100  on  each  of  the  four  exam- 
inations. I  doubt  seriously  if  that  record  has  been  equalled  before  or 
since!  She  was  one  of  Miss  Strickler's  first  pupils,  and  Miss  Strickler's 
lifetime  devotion  to  her  bore  strong  testimony  to  her  scholarship.  How- 
ever, Mrs.  Timberlake's  record  as  an  honor  graduate,  at  seventeen,  in 
1875,  spoke  for  itself. 

After  teaching  for  several  years  in  a  private  family.  Miss  Baldwin 
asked  her  to  become  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  her  Alma  Mater.  This 
she  did  for  the  sessions  of  1879-80  and  1880-81.  I  have  often  heard  her 
laugh  over  the  confusion  of  the  new  girls  when  they  discovered  she  was 
a  teacher,  for  her  youthful  appearance  had  made  them  receive  her  as  one 
of  themselves,  and  they  would  not  believe  that  she  was  really  a  "school 
marm." 

The  year  following  this  she  taught  at  Airs.  Johnston's  School  for  Girls 
in  Lynchburg,  and  here,  on  June  7,  1883,  she  was  married  to  Mr.  R.  E. 
Timberlake,  of  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia.  After  making  her  home  in 
Martinsburg  for  four  years  she  came  to  Staunton,  Va.,  and  the  rest  of 
her  life  was  spent  here. 

Mrs.  Timberlake  quickly  renewed  old  friendships,  and  soon  became  in- 
terested in  church  and  community  affairs.  She  was  for  years  head  of 
what  was  then  called  the  "Infant  Room"  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  did 
much  constructive  and  progressive  work  with  children  who  are  now  clas- 
sified in  the  Beginners'  and  Primary  Departments. 

Her  love  and  loyalty  to  her  own  church — the  First  Presbyterian — was 
unfailing,  and  she  did  for  it  all  that  lay  in  her  power,  while  her  sym- 
pathies were  broad  enough  to  include  those  of  every  denomination.  Her 
interest  in  her  country  and  community  was  strong,  and  she  was  quick  to 
realize  her  responsibiHty  when  women  were  given  the  vote.  Though  not 
wanting  the  franchise,  she  nevertheless  regarded  it  as  a  duty  imposed  upon 
her,  and  registered  for  the  first  election  thereafter. 

But  though  loved  and  admired  by  a  large  acquaintance,  it  was  in  her 
home  and  to  those  who  knew  her  best  that  her  influence  meant  the  most. 
By  these  she  was  lovinglj^  called  "The  Mistis,"  and  her  bright  smile  was 
ever  the  response  when  she  was  called. 
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0£  an  unusually  alert  mind,  well  cultivated  by  extensive  and  good 
reading,  she  added  to  this  keen  judgment  and  serious  thought.  No  won- 
der, then,  that  she  was  regarded  as  a  wise  counsellor,  revered  and  loved 
by  all  the  many  young  people  whose  lives  she  touched,  and  that  her  in- 
fluence for  good  will  go  on  through  the  years  to  add  more  lustre  to  her 
memory. 

Generous  and  unselfish  all  her  life,  she  possessed  such  humility  as  is 
seen  only  with  real  greatness  of  character.  That  rarest  of  all  gifts  was 
hers — a  broad  and  sincere  sympathy.  Therein  lay  much  of  her  power  and 
understanding  of  the  problems  she  was  so  often  called  upon  to  solve  for 
those  about  her,  and  her  wise  guidance  and  counsel  will  be  sorely  missed. 

Mrs.  Timberlake  had  not  been  strong  for  a  number  of  years,  but  she 
was  always  cheerful  and  helpful  to  others,  never  complaining,  even  in  her 
last  illness.  She  passed  to  a  greater  life  and  service  on  March  13,  1926, 
leaving  a  devoted  husband  and  four  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  Mary 
Baldwin  girls. 

A  charter  member  of  the  Mary  Baldwin  Alumna  Association  when  it 
was  formed  in  1894,  she  became  its  first  Treasurer,  which  office  she  held 
for  two  years,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee  until  her 
death. 

Her  interest  and  love  for  Mary  Baldwin  was  as  real  as  every  other 
affection  in  her  life.  She  was  devoted  to  many  of  its  teachers,  and  they 
were  devoted  to  her,  for  she  seemed  to  have  embodied  that  for  which 
Mary  Baldwin  stands — Culture  and  Christian  Womanhood. 

"Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman,  for  her  price  is  far  above  rubies.

REPORT  OF  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

(Please  note  carefully  the  motion  printed  at  end  of  this  report). 
The  Constitution  Committee  presents  for  your  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing : 

CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS   OF  THE   MARY   BALDWIN 
ALUMNA  ASSOCIATION 
Article  I. 
NAME 
The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  Mary  Baldwin  Alumnae  As- 
sociation. 

Article  II. 
OBJECT 
The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  keep  former  students  in  close 
fellowship  with  one  another  and  with  their  Alma  Mater,  and  to  promote 
the  interests  of  Mary  Baldwin  Seminary  and  Mary  Baldwin  College. 

Article  HI. 
MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.     There  shall  be  two  classes  of  members — regular  and  hon- 
orary.    Honorary  members   shall   share   all   the  privileges  and   duties   of 
regular  members,  except  that  they  may  not  vote  or  hold  office,  and  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  dues. 

Section  2.  Any  student  who  has  been  registered,  at  least  one  year, 
in  any  department  at  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary,  or  at  Mary  Baldwin 
shall  be  eligible  for  regular  membership,  provided  the  applicant  be  accept- 
able to  the  Association. 

Section  3.  All  members  of  the  Faculty  of  j\Iary  Baldwin  shall  be  en- 
titled to  honorary  membership. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  not  included  in  the  foregoing  sections,  who 
has  been  approved  by  a  majority  vote  in  the  Executive  Committee,  may 
be  proposed  for  honorary  membership  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation and  elected  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Article  IV. 
OFFICERS 
Section  1.     The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  First 
Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Record- 
ing Secretary,  and  Treasurer.     They  shall  serve  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected. 
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Article  V. 
ELECTIONS 
The  elections  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  bi-annual  meeting.     It 
shall  be  conducted  by  ballot,  or  as  the  members  present  may  decide,  from 
candidates  proposed  by  a  nominating  committee,  increased  by  such  nom- 
inations as  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Article  VI. 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
Section  1.     There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  con- 
sist of : 

(1)  All  officers  of  the  x'Vssociation. 

(2)  Five  members  whose  names  shall  be  proposed  at  the  bi-annual 
meeting  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  who  shall  then  be  elected  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present. 

(3)  A  representative  from  each  organized  Chapter  of  Alumnae,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Chapter. 

Section  2.     Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  VII. 
MEETINGS 
Section  1.    The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  Mary  Baldwin  dur- 
ing commencement  at  an  hour  and  place  to  be  designated  by  the  Pres- 
ident.    Each  alternate  year  there  shall  be  an  election  of  officers  and  of 
the  executive  committee. 

Section  2.    Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee 

on  the  written   request  of   twenty-five   members ;    in   any   emergency   the 

President,  or  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee,  may  call  a  meeting. 

Section  3.     Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  called  or 

regular  meeting. 

Article  VIII. 
DUES 
The  annual  membership  dues  shall  be  One  Dollar.     A  single  payment 
of  Twenty-Five  Dollars  shall  entitle  any  member  to  a  life  membership, 
with  exemption  from  further  annual  dues. 

Article  IX. 
CHAPTERS 
Section   1.     A   Chapter  of   the  Association  may  be   formed  by  three 
members,  with  the  consent  of  the  President.     They  may  meet  when  and 
where  they  desire  and  enact  such  laws  as  they  deem  necessary,  provided 
they  do  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association. 
Section  2.    The  officers  of  the  Chapter  shall  be  a  Chairman,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.     These  are  to  be  elected  by  the  Chapter. 

Section  3.  The  ChapT*a;T3;:eas;arer  shall  collect,  in  her  Chapter,  an- 
nual dues  and  contributions  to  th^  Missionary  Scholarship  Fund,  and 
forward  these  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  members  to  the  Associa- 
tion Treasurer  one  month  before  the  annual  meeting. 
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Article  X. 
AMENDMENTS 
This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  due  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed change  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting,  or  issued  to  all  mem- 
bers at  least  two  months  before  the  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
make  a  report  of  the  year's  work  at  the  regular  annual  meeting.  She 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  committees  authorized  by  the  Association, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee ;  and  she  shall  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  President  to  act,  the  First  Vice- 
President  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  President. 
In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  First  Vice-President  to  act,  the  Second 
Vice-President  shall  then  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  President.  Both 
Vice-Presidents  shall  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  permanent  record  of  all 
proceedings  of  the  Association ;  read  at  each  business  meeting  the  min- 
utes of  the  previous  meeting;  keep  a  Register  of  the  Association;  act  as 
Historian ;  notify  the  President  of  deaths  and  resignations ;  and  serve  on 
the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Association,  including  reports  to  the  press ;  notify  all  members  of 
called  and  regular  meetings ;  inform  persons  of  their  election  to  office ; 
and  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Association;  present  a  report  at  each  annual  meeting;  and  serve  on 
the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
President,  or  at  the  written  request  of  five  members ;  and  shall  have  full 
power  between  the  annual  meetings  to  take  any  action  it  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  In  case  any  officer  shall  resign,  or  be  unable  to  fill  out  her 
term  of  office,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  choose  her  successor. 

7.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  a  list  of  suitable  can- 
didates for  office  and  submit  it ;  first,  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  ap- 
proval ;  then  to  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting  at  which  officers 
are  to  be  elected. 

8.  The  Alissionary  Scholarship  Committee  and  the  Alumnae  Scholar- 
ship Committee  shall  choose  the  students  who  are  to  hold  these  scholar- 
ships, and  keep  in  touch  with  their  life  and  work  at  Mary  Baldwin ;  they 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  endeavor  to  increase 
the  Scholarship  Funds,  at  any  time  and  in  any  way  they  think  advisable ; 
and  they  shall,  through  their  Chairman  and  Treasurer,  make  reports  of 
their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 
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9.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  of  the  two  Scholarship   Committees.

It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  Ina  Ast  Paine,  of  Knoxville,  would  have 
charge  of  the  Memorial  Services  at  Miss  Baldwin's  grave  Sunday  after- 
noon at  five  o'clock.

Exiles  to  those  who  understood  our  grief.  Russian  College  at  Shoumla, 
Bulgaria,  1926." 

Mrs.  Arnold  accepted  the  portrait  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and  it 
was  suggested  that  Miss  Higgins  select  a  place  to  keep  it  until  time  for 
it  to  be  placed  in  the  Wilson  Memorial  Building.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  Secretary  write  a  note  of  thanks  to  Miss  Bumgardner.

Let  each  "old 
girl"  contribute  some  hand  made  article  and  send 
it  to  Mrs.  Charles  Hunter,  521  E.  Main  Street, 
Staunton,  Va.,  by  November  15,  1926.  The  exact 
date  of  the  sale  will  be  determined  later  but  it 
will  be  about  the  first  of  December. 
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Following  is  the  metrical  translation  which  was  awarded  the  V.  M. 
Strickler  Memorial  Prize,  May  25,  1926:

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REMINISCENCES 

(Reprinted  from  the  1926  Bluestocking) 


There  is  a  tiny,  red-bound  volume  bearing  on  the  title-page  the  formid- 
able announcement,  "The  Exclusive  Claims  of  the  Prelacy,  Stated  and 
Refuted:  A  Discourse."  And  modestly  hiding  at  the  end  of  the  dis' 
course,  printed  in  this  form  "for  the  purpose  of  giving  it  a  wide,  gratui- 
tous circulation"  is  the  first  catalogue  of  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary. 
The  date  is  1846.  It  was  1842  when  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Bailey  had  first  come 
to  Staunton  and  opened  the  school.  Two  years  later  the  cornerstone  had 
been  laid  for  the  first  building,  now  the  central  portion  of  Main.  The 
importance  of  the  work  they  were  inaugurating  was  recognized  by  the 
founders  in  the  solemnity  of  the  cornerstone  ceremony.  Inside  the  stone 
were  "A  copy  of  the  Staunton  Spectator,  newspaper  of  the  week;  a  cop- 
per plate  with  a  record  of  the  ceremony The  Holy  Bible  en- 
closed in  oil  silk  with  the  superscription — The  Only  Rule  of  Faith  and 
First  Text-Book  of  the  Augusta  Female  Seminary. 

By  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  first  catalogue,  the  institution  was 
safely  housed  in  its  new  home  with  a  faculty  of  four — Rev.  R.  W.  Bailey, 
Mrs.  M.  B.  Bailey,  Miss  M.  E.  Bailey,  and  Miss  H.  P.  Bailey— and  an 
enrollment  of  sixty  pupils,  in  the  list  of  whom  appears  a  significant  name 
— Mary  Julia  Baldwin. 

The  curriculum  of  that  day  is  an  interesting  topic.  The  entire  student 
body  received  instruction  in  the  "3-R's,"  Spelling,  Grammar,  and  Geog- 
raphy. Among  the  more  advanced  courses  were  Rhetoric,  Botany,  As- 
tronomy, Chemistry,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Music  on  Piano  Forte  or 
Guitar. 

The  paragraph  headed  "Boarding"  is  likewise  of  interest  in  ©ur  study 
of  the  evolution  of  the  School :  "Instead  of  a  single  Boarding-House, 
the  arrangement  has  been  preferred  to  distribute  the  pupils  into  different 
families,  where  the  social  and  domestic  habits  may  be  cultivated  through 
the  whole  course  of  education.  Such  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
private  families  of  high  respectability,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
Seminary,  that  almost  any  number  may  be  accommodated  by  placing 
four  to  eight  in  a  family.  The  young  ladies  will  be  brought  under  the 
best  moral  influence  and  maternal  supervision,  exerted  by  those  who  will 
act  in  harmonious  concert  with  their  teachers  to  aid  in  the  thorough 
education  of  mind,  manners,  and  heart."  Apparently  this  arrangement  was 
not  so  feasible  as  the  Trustees  had  anticipated,  for  in  a  few  years  we 
find  it  yielding  place  to  a  regular,  though  small,  boarding  department  in 
the  building. 
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One  item  would  strike  the  ear  of  a  modern  school  girl  in  a  manner,  to 
say  the  least,  unfavorable.  The  two  sessions,  beginning  the  first  Mon- 
day of  September  and  the  first  Monday  of  February,  respectively,  were 
each  of  five  months'  duration  with  no  pause  between,  the  months  of 
July  and  August  composing  the  sole  vacation. 

Apparently,  however,  this  rigid  schedule  was  deemed  essential  to  the 
fulfilment  of  the  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  expressed  in  the  first  report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees :  "It  was  our  purpose  to  found  an  institution 
in  which  all  the  branches  of  a  substantial  female  education  should  be 
taught  and  thoroughly.  In  the  public  examinations  the  young  ladies  have 
shown  such  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  their  various  studies  as  to 
draw  forth  strong  expressions  of  approbation  from  the  Trustees  and  the 
audience." 

From  an  early  circular  we  learn  this  regarding  examinations:  "Thor- 
ough examinations  of  all  the  classes,  before  a  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  will  be  had  at  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year.  As  these  ex- 
aminations are  not  intended  for  display,  but  to  test  fairly  the  attainments 
and  mental  culture  of  each  pupil,  parents  and  friends  are  invited  to  be 
present  but  others  are  excluded." 

The  system  of  report  grading  was  interesting.  Numbers  5,  4,  3,  etc., 
were  used.  The  number  5  was  "the  maximum  and  marks  a  perfect  les- 
son. These  numbers  do  not  denote  the  absolute  attainments  in  a  study 
but  the  average  merit  of  the  recitations  and  the  relative  deficiency  since 
the  last  report.     Any  number  lower  than  3  denotes  culpable  deficiency." 

Having  announced  its  existence  and  aim  the  Seminary  felt  it  quite 
unnecessary  to  publish  another  catalogue  for  the  next  twenty-three  years ; 
a  respectable  Seminary  had  little  need  of  forcing  itself  on  the  public. 
Besides,  it  was  growing,  slowly  yet  surely,  under  varying  regimes.  In 
the  session  of  '60-'61  the  boarders  numbered  some  score,  one  or  two  from 
so  remote  a  distance  as  Richmond. 

And  then  came  war.  The  boys  in  gray  marched  through  Staunton; 
the  Seminary  girls,  standing  on  the  terraces  to  wave  their  champions 
adieu,  showered  them  with  clover  blossoms  in  default  of  handsomer  flow- 
ers. But  they  were  soon  to  discover  that  war  is  not  all  bands  and  blos- 
soms ;  even  to  non-combatants  it  brings  its  question,  that  of  bread  and 
meat.  The  boarding  department  shrank  one  year  to  six  girls.  Their  fam- 
ilies were  urged  to  pay  school  bills  in  meat,  flour,  and  vegetables.  Often 
the  cry,  "The  Yankees  are  coming!"  sent  them  into  panic  or  into  strategy; 
flour  barrels  donned  frills  and  became  ladies'  dressing-tables ;  the  pupils 
themselves  sat  prim  and  straight,  their  hoop  skirts  concealing  bread  and 
bacon. 

Trite  perhaps,  but  still  true  is  the  proverb,  "Darkness  before  dawn." 
In  1863  Mary  Julia  Baldwin  was  called  to  the  principalship  of  Augusta 
Female  Seminary.  And  then  somehow  the  school  seemed  to  wake  up 
again,  a  healthy  circulation  was  stimulated.  That  year  saw  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  enrolled  than  ever  before,  in  spite  of  the  war.  The  cur- 
riculum was  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re-arranged.     In  the  spring  of 
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1865  the  first  diploma  of  the  Seminary  was  bestowed.  Miss  Nannie  Tate 
of  Staunton  was  the  first  graduate.  Her  own  account  of  the  ceremony  is 
delightful.  The  first  concern  of  the  sweet  girl  graduate  is  the  dress,  and 
the  war  had  left  few  white  dresses  in  Augusta  County.  But  from  one 
friend  came  the  loan  of  a  plain  white  muslin  skirt  and  from  another  a 
waist  of  dotted  Swiss.  The  exercises  were  held  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  There  were  certificates  of  various  kinds  to  be  delivered;  Pro- 
fessor McGuff ey,  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  was  to  make  the  address ; 
on  top  of  the  high  desk  reposed  the  precious  diploma.  And  Miss  Nannie, 
who  had  worked  for  years  for  it,  was  obliged  to  work  hard  up  to  the 
last  minute,  for  whether  the  speaker's  motive  may  have  been  to  emphasize 
the  lofty  status  of  learning,  or  whatever  his  reason,  we  know  that  Dr. 
McGuffey  did  not  descend  from  his  eminent  position.  Rather,  he  leaned 
over  the  pulpit  to  bestow  the  parchment  from  above.  And  the  diminutive 
graduate  stretched  on  tiptoe  to  reach  it  from  below.  Surely  never  was 
honor  so  hardly  won ! 

From  the  session  of  '67-'68  on  down  we  have  the  printed  page  for  a 
storehouse  of  tradition,  for  that  year  appeared  another  catalogue.  The 
growth  of  the  school  in  the  past  four  years  had  been  phenomenal.  The 
pupils  numbered  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  of  whom  seventy-four  were 
boarders.  Thirty-six  were  from  other  states  than  Virginia,  the  number 
of  these  represented  being  eleven. 

The  plan  itself  had  extended  beyond  the  first  little  school  house.  Wings 
had  been  added  to  each  side  of  the  original  building,  making  it  practically 
the  same  as  our  present  Administration  Building.  Still  more  radical,  a 
new,  spacious  and  handsome  edifice,  well  ventilated,  heated  throughout 
from  a  patent  furnace,  and  with  water  and  gas  pipes  reaching  every 
room,"  had  been  constructed.  Also  we  are  informed  "The  school  has  a 
Library,  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus,  Maps,  Globes,  Musical 
Instruments,  and  other  facilities  for  instruction  and  illustration." 

The  course  of  study  had  already  been  remodeled  under  Miss  Bald- 
win's administration.  The  explanation  of  the  system  is  given :  "The 
plan  of  instruction  is  that  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  modified  only  as 
far  as  to  adapt  it  to  the  peculiar  requisite  of  female  education.  The 
course  of  study  is  distributed  into  'schools,'  each  constituting  a  complete 
course  on  the  subject  taught."  The  schools  are  those  of  Latin,  French, 
Mathematics,  Moral  Science,  Natural  Science,  English  Literature,  History, 
and  Music. 

Evidently  the  University  must  have  approved  of  its  imitator,  for  fore- 
most among  the  testimonials  that  year  we  find  one  from  Professor  Mc- 
Guffey. 

Another  particularly  interesting  name  among  the  references  is  one 
closely  linked  with  some  of  the  associations  Mary  Baldwin  holds  most 
dear — Rev.  Joseph  R.  Wilson,,  father  of  the  late  president. 
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Gentlemen, — Institutions  for  the  instruction  of  young  ladies  abound 
throughout  the  countrj',  and  there  may  be  others  as  deserving  of  public 
confidence  as  this,  but  I  have  never  known  such  a  school.  It  is  as  near 
perfection,  in  my  judgment,  as  it  is  possible  for  human  wisdom  to  make 
it.  This  sounds  like  the  language  of  extravagance ;  but  I  employ  it  de- 
liberately and  with  a  full  sense  of  all  that  it  implies.  A  long  acquaintance 
with  ]Miss  Baldwin  and  Aliss  ^McClung  warrants  me  in  declaring  to  all 
w^hom  my  word  ma}'  influence,  that  there  are  no  two  ladies  in  the  land 
who  are  better  qualified  by  nature,  by  cultivation,  by  grace,  and  now  by 
experience,  for  conducting  a  Seminary  like  that  over  which  they  preside. 
My  own  daughter  is  under  their  care,  and  no  sacrifice  would  I  refuse 
to  make  to  keep  her  there  until  her  education  is  completed.  I  can  honestly 
advise  parents  to  send  their  children  to  this  excellent  institution,  with 
the  assurance  that  it  will  be  through  no  fault  of  its  principal,  if  thej^  shall 
not  be  well  and  thoroughly  taught.  I  regard  this  Seminary  as  a  great 
public  blessing.

At  this  time  the  weekly  composition  came  into  prominence.  Those 
of  the  older  pupils  were  read  aloud  in  the  school  room,  and  the  younger 
girls  wrote  in  imitation. 

Written  examinations  had  replaced  oral  ones  by  now  also.  However, 
the  heyday  of  examinations  had  not  yet  arrived :  that  was  to  come  later ; 
the  algebra  class  of  Miss  Charlotte  Kemper  probably  holds  the  record, 
the  class  that  failing  to  complete  the  examination  in  an  entire  day,  re- 
turned the  next  morning,  and  so  continued  until  Miss  Baldwin  was  forced 
to  protest.  Our  two-hour  examinations  seem  indecently  bare  in  com- 
parison. 

However  archaic  many  topics  may  seem,  there  are  certain  others  that 
have  a  startingly  familiar  sound ;  witness,  for  example,  the  list  of  rules  : 

At  ten  o'clock  at  night  the  young  ladies  mtist  prepare  for  bed,  and  at 
half-past  ten  the  house  must.be  quiet. 

No  young  lady  is  allowed  to  leave  the  grounds  without  express  per- 
mission. 

Visitors  will  not  be  received  during  school  or  study  hours,  nor  the 
visits  of  young  gentlemen  at  any  time,  except  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Principal. 

The  next  year  another  modern-day  acquaintance  makes  its  appearance 
— the  uniform.  Its  origin  is  said  to  have  arisen  on  account  of  one  pupil 
whose  inordinate  dressing  incurred  Miss  Baldwin's  disapproval.  The 
Principal  not  only  suspended  the  greater  part  of  her  wardrobe  from  use, 
but  in  order  to  guard  against  this  danger  in  the  future  made  provision 
for  greater  restriction  of  dress.  "For  purposes  of  economy  and  conven- 
ience, uniform  suits  are  prescribed  for  winter  and  spring,  to  be  worn  on 
public  occasions.  The  winter  suit  consists  of  gray  empress  cloth,  with 
basque,  hat,  veil,  and  gloves  to  correspond.  The  spring  suit  is  white 
pique,  with  white  trimmings  on  the  hat."  In  '72  the  winter  hat  was  to 
be  "black,  trimmed  with  black  and  white  plumes."  In  'IZ  the  suit  was 
black  alpaca.  In  '81  colored  trimming  was  permitted,  but  the  uniforrri 
itself   must   be   black.     In   addition   we   are  gravely   informed   that   "One 
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dress  in  addition  to  the  uniform,  suitable  for  soirees,  is  amply  sufficient, 
with  ordinary  everyday  clothing.  A  simple  muslin  or  tarleton  is  all  that 
is  necessary  for  Commencements.  Expensive  silks  are  out  of  place  on 
young  school  girls."  Another  year  yve.  find  this  delectable  note  appended: 
"The  following  violations  of  the  laws  of  health  are  prohibited:  Eating 
imprudently  at  night ;  wearing  thin  low  shoes  in  cold  weather ;  going  out 
without  wraps  and  overshoes  .  .  .  and  also  the  too  early  removal  of 
flannel,  or  any  neglect  to  put  it  on  at  the  approach  of  cold  weather." 
And:  "Students  shall  not  borrow  money,  jewelry,  or  books  nor  wear  the 
.clothing  of  others.  No  trading  of  clothes  will  be  permitted."  Evidently 
school  girl  nature  has  changed  little. 

Of  Miss  Baldwin  herself,  reminiscence  could  be  endless.  A  rare  trib- 
ute is  paid  to  her  in  the  words  of  one  of  her  pupils,  "I  never  heard  any- 
thing disrespectful  said  of  Miss  Baldwin."  Her  flowers  that  covered  the 
terraces ;  her  parrot,  that  sat  on  the  back  of  her  chair  in  the  dining  room 
and  rode  proudly  on  her  finger — and  to  which  some  unholy  damsel  taught 
the  art  of  profanity;  her  dogs,  the  little  one  with  the  bell,  her  bodyguard 
rand  warning;  the  Newfoundland  who  caused  disaster  to  the  wedding- 
trousers  of  the  hapless  gentleman  who  inadvertently  remained  after  ten 
o'clock;  to  all  of  them  Ham  and  Jam  still  stand  as  memorial. 

Her  discipline  was  that  of  a  really  great  executive.  Girls  wept  as 
they  came  from  her  office,  not  from  hurt  feelings  but  from  penitence. 
Her  favorite  punishments  were  in  accordance  with  her  common  sense : 
You  memorized  poetry  or  Scripture,  something  a  benefit  in  itself ;  or 
your  were  dosed  with  castor  oil,  for  sin  argued  sickness. 

Memorizing  poetry  was  not  merely  a  matter  of  penalty,  however.  All 
the  young  ladies  were  trained  to  the  accomplishment  of  elocution;  as 
many  others  were  students  of  music,  singing  or  instrumental,  their  talents 
were  displayed  in  frequent  recitals,  soirees,  and  plays.  Little  Red  Riding 
Hood  and  her  wolf  appeared  on  the  stage ;  hosts  of  angels  fluttered 
tarleton  wings.  And  in  the  rear  of  the  chapel  sat  university  students 
from  Charlottesville  and  Lexington,  after  the  performance  to  mingle 
with  the  young  ladies  of  A.  F.  S.    The  Seminary  was  serving  the  world ! 

It  was  serving  though,  in  the  highest  sense.  The  school  was  growing 
steadily,  numerically  greater,  and  geographically  more  influential.  In  the 
catalogue  for  1881-'82  we  find  the  following  testimonials  from  the  Boston 
Journal  of  Education :  "During  our  recent  tour  in  the  South,  we  per- 
petually heard  of  Augusta  Female  Seminary  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  as  one 
of  the  most  deservedly-celebrated  schools  for  girls  in  that  region;  taking 
an  honorable  rank  with  the  collegiate  institutions  for  young  women  that 
are  now  coming  to  be  such  an  important  factor  in  the  national  education. 
The  catalogue  of  session  for  1880-'81  bears  witness  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  Seminary,  and  the  thorough  and  practical  character  of  its  course  of 
study.  Its  curriculum  is  arranged  on  the  plan  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, including  a  dozen  'schools'  with  their  appropriate  teachers.  Only 
pupils  with  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in  eight  of  these  schools,  receive 
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the  diploma  of  a  full  graduate.  More  than  forty  names  of  such  graduates 
appear  during  the  twenty  years  presidency  of  Miss  Baldwin.  The  Semi- 
nary has  now  several  hundred  students  and  twenty-five  teachers ;  and  is 
situated  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  healthful  towns  in  the  Valley 
of  Virginia;  and  is  evidently  making  a  vigorous  effort  to  maintain  the 
past  and  present  reputation  of  the  Old  Dominion,  as  the  leading  Southern 
State  in  the  higher  education,  and  a  nursery  of  superior  teachers,  espec- 
ially for  the  Southwest." 

Year  after  year  new  girls  were  coming,  year  after  year  they  were  go- 
ing out,  bearing  with  them  the  spirit  of  Mary  Julia  Baldwin;  more  years 
and  their  daughters  followed  them,  and  their  daughters'  generation.
